The announcement in the daily papers that 1600 
building blocks will he available in the Explosives Re- 
serve area and that they will be sold at low prices 
were relatively unimportant against the fuller implica- 


tions of the Minister for Local Government’s advice. 


The release of the area means in effect the un- 
locking of Altona West, railway extensions and the balanced 
development of the whole of Altona Shire. 


The Minister advised Altona Shire Council that 
Cabinet has agreed to the mainly residential and 
public open space development of 712 acres of the 


Truganina Reserve and Buffer Zone and that the! 


area could be developed in accordance with the 
Shire’s wishes.

In brief these are to de- 
velop the area to include from 
1600-2000 building blocks and 
te release these to home 
builders at the low cost of 
about $2400. This would 
mean an ultimate increase in 
Altona‘s population of 6500. 

At this time the quoting 
of a price per block could 
cause wrong impressions, 

The final cost of the land 
is definitely not known, 

Purchase price of the land 
is still to be negotiated, 

The only available estimate 
fer filling was the Board of 
Work’s one of $2000 per acre 
for 200 acres of the land, 

This, it is believed, can be 
greatly reduced by later ideas, 

In addition there will be 
the cost of drainage, services. 
road building and the provi- 
sion of amenities plus admini- 
stration and interest’ charges. 

The price per block would 
normally also be subject to 
consideration of situation, ac- 
‘ cessibility to transport, facili- 
ties and any restrictive coven. 
ant. | 

The announcement could 
have a depressing effect: on ex- 
isting land values in other 
parts of Altona. This is not 
necessarily a bad thing, 

But it is not good if it has 
a restraining effect on current 
purchases of land by home 
owners, 

As a comparison prices be- 
ing asked for land in Altona 
(as shown in estate agents ad- 
vertisements in this paper) 
range from $6300 in Millers 
Road down to.$920 in the sec. 
tion of Altona West which, at 
present, is lacking in all facili- 
ties. 

However, if all difficulties 
are ironed out it will be several 
years before the reserve land 
will be available for prospee- 
tive home buyers. 

In general there are two gb- 
vious possibilities, 

One is that the land could 
lbe disposed of at current mar- 
ket values for equivalent land
